Carina for Australians Report 

As many of you may be aware, Australia’s aged care system is failing. It is hampered by inadequate funding and re¬ 
strictive rules and regulations. It is unresponsive to the real needs of the elderly and unsustainable. To address the¬ 
se issues, the Federal Government’s Productivity Commission issued a draft report on 21 st January 2011, recom¬ 
mending extensive reforms in aged care. The focus of this report is to enhance the wellbeing of older Australians - 
promoting independence and choice. It also addresses issues such as easier ways to access a range of 

services for people who live either in the community or in residential care, changes in funding arrangements and ex¬ 
tra support for Special Needs Groups, such as culturally appropriate services. 

This draft report is very detailed and it is obvious a lot of thought has gone into it. The report can be read online 
(www.pc.qov.au/proiects/inauirv/aged-care') . or printed copies can be ordered (aqedcare@pc.qov.au') . People were 
invited to read the report and to respond to it by March 2011, giving stakeholders the opportunity to make further 
suggestions and recommendations before the final report is delivered in July 2011. Over 700 responses were re¬ 
ceived, submitted by many organisations but also individuals. Many of these submissions can be viewed online, and 
make for interesting reading. Responses to the report were generally favourable. It is significant that national con¬ 
sumer groups have welcomed the report, which indicates that the final report would “lay the foundation for an aged 
care system over the next few decades that would offer older Australians faster and easier access to high quality 
support and care where and when they need it on a fair and equitable basis with older people having much greater 
choice and control” (Council on the Ageing Australia (COTA) CEO Ian Yates). 

Of particular note is the response by Aged and Community Services Australia (ACSA). Their report is 43 pages long, 
and gives many recommendations for the final report. These recommendations include funding aspects and work¬ 
force considerations. A special mention is made of workforce shortages in some states such as WA, due to under- 
funding and inability to pay salaries to compete with public sector rates. It states that in the next 10 years an extra 
400.000 workers will be needed in WA to meet demand, but on current projections there will be only 150.000 workers 
available. 

You may be pleased to know that DACWA makes a concerted effort to pay our staff fair wages and we appear to be 
on the upper scale. This is in recognition of the excellent work that they do, and also helps to recruit and retain our 
staff. 

Reading some of the 700 submissions made me realise that the aged care industry is in good hands, with influential 
organisations such as ACSA, COTA and National Seniors having the best interest of the older Australians as their 
main focus, and being in the position to influence the government. 

It will be interesting to read the final report, which is soon to be published and I will keep you posted.

A DAY IN THE OFFICE LIFE OF JOYCE 
When did you start working for DACWA? 

In 2008 we returned to Australia from the Netherlands and after a period of settling in I got introduced to DACWA 
through a family friend. On 4 March 2009 I started to work as a DACWA Support Worker. 


What are your responsibilities? 

I always have to be ready to listen. 

My responsibilities as the coordinator of the Community/Home 
Visitors Scheme are an eclectic combination, and very varied. I 
visit residents of Aged Care Facilities and enjoy a “speculaasje” 
with them but I also make sure that the CVS/HVS administration 
is up to date and that Government reports are prepared on time 
and ready to be submitted. Because of the multi cultural charac¬ 
ter of our organization, I am constantly on the lookout for Dutch 
and German speaking volunteers. 

I also work closely with the volunteers and to keep them interest¬ 
ed and informed I organise a variety of workshops. On top of all 
this there is a huge amount of volunteer related admin to see to. 
However, it’s a part of the job and I thoroughly enjoy every as¬ 
pect of my job: the rapport with the clients, the friendship with the 
volunteers, the interaction with like minded people who are em¬ 
ployed in the same industry and, last but not least, the feedback 
to the DACWA Board. 



What is your position within the organisation? 

I became increasingly interested in DACWA as an organisation so on the Support Worker’s Christmas party in 2009 I 
had a talk with Karin.

Can you give us key words to describe your work involve¬ 
ment with the organisation? 

Show respect, be passionate in what you do; be compassionate, love your job and do it to the best of your ability. 
Carry a smile in your heart and one on your face. 


Describe to us a good day in the office, please? 

It is always a good day, because I sincerely love my job and I am always thinking how to improve things to the bene¬ 
fit of the organization, the clients and the volunteers. 


Do you have bad office days as well? 

No bad days, sad days, yes, at times, when you hear that one of your volunteers is not well or a residents is ill or 
worse. It’s at those times that I force myself to keep things in prospective. 


If you wanted us to know anything specific or 
extraordinary about your work, what would that 
be? 

My contact with volunteers is warm and I hope that 
they really feel respected and appreciated, be¬ 
cause that is exactly how I feel. 

Interaction with residents is so very special and at 
present, whenever and wherever I visit, I leave the 
residents with a good feeling, with a feeling of ac¬ 
complishment. No matter what, it makes it all worth 
your while. 

But also working with such a great bunch of col¬ 
leagues on a daily basis makes me proud!

HISTORY 

Leeuwarden arose from three artificial dwelling mounds (terpen in Dutch) at the shore of the ‘MIDDELZEE’. Recent 
archeological research suggests that there were already people living here before the year 500 AD. 

From the tenth century these agricultural inhabitants started trading as well. The position at the Middelzee was ideal 
for this purpose. The contacts reached into Russia. In this way Leeuwarden developed urban characteristics. 

MIDDELZEE INFLUENCE 

The Middelzee (Dutch for "Middle sea"), also called Bordine, was the estuary mouth of the River 

Boom (Frisian: Boarn) now in the Dutch province of Friesland. It ran from as far south as Sneek, northward to 

the Wadden Sea and marked the border between main Frisian regions of Westergoa and Eastergoa. 

Gradually the Middelzee silted up, forming the nije lannen ("new lands"). One village is called Nijlan, literally 
meaning "New land". It can still be recognized as new land since there are only a small number of villages lying in 
the area of the former Middelzee. The fertile sea clay bottom is mostly used as meadow land but the Leeuwarden Air 
Base is also situated on the new lands. The border between Eastergoa and Westergoa in the former Middlezee is now 
drained by the River Zwette, it runs from Sneek to Leeuwarden, but which once reached the southern edge of Het 
Bildt. 

By the fifteenth century the Middelzee was reduced to a funnel shape along Frisian north coast and further silting of 
the remaining part rendered it unusable. From the early sixteenth century the polder of Het Bildt was formed in that 
funnel and is now a Frisian municipality that fills the mouth of what once was the Middelzee. 

The name Middelzee is still used as a name for an administrative coalition between the so-called Middelzee 
municipalities of Het Bildt, Ferwerderadeel, Leeuwarderadeel, and Menaldumadeel. 

CITY RIGHTS 

Leeuwarden obtained city-rights in the year 1435 and became capital city of the region in 1504, when the central 
government and jurisdiction settled down here. Beside that, Leeuwarden became the residence of the Frisian 
stadtholders. In these centuries the town was flourishing. The number of inhabitants rose spectacularly from five 
thousand in the year 1500 to sixteen thousand in 1650. 

Then Leeuwarden belonged to the ten most important cities in the Netherlands. Several monumental buildings are 
still testifying to that period. Such as the Chancellery, where justice was settled, the Court of the Stadtholders, the 
Weigh-house and the leaning tower the Oldehove. 

The Oldehove derives its name from the hillock where it was built on in the 
middle ages. With two other hillocks near the Ee, it was the centre of the old 
Leeuwarden. In those days the hillocks were located at the estuary of the 
Middelzee, a large bay that divided the northern part of Friesland in two. 

SECURITY 

The prosperity of Leeuwarden needed to be protected against enemies. 

Therefore a canal was dug around the town and ramparts were thrown up. 

Later, when these defences became needless, they were broken down and in 
some places reformed into a public garden. Inside the inner city almost all the 
canals are still intact. 

In the nineteenth century Leeuwarden expanded outside the town-canals. As a 
result of the major social changes in the second half of the nineteenth century, Leeuwarden became an important 
central town in the area. 

Whereas at national level the importance of Leeuwarden decreased extremely. 

Nowadays the situation is still the same. Leeuwarden is the urban centre with a large number of facilities, within the 
comparatively sparsely populated province of Fryslan. 

ARCHITECTURE 

Well-known buildings in the city centre include the Kanselarij (the former chancellery), the Stadhouderlijk hof, 
former residence of the stadtholders of Friesland, the Waag (old trade centre of the city), the church of St. Bonifatius 
and the leaning tower Oldehove.

The tallest building in the city is the 115 metre tall Achmea toren (Achmea insurance tower). 
Leeuwarden is also the site of the country's largest cattle market and on Ascension Day the 
largest flower market in the Netherlands is held here. The Froskepolemolen is the last 
surviving windmill of over 130 known to have been built in Leeuwarden. The remains of 
the Cammingha-Buurstermolen were demolished in 2000. The bases of two other 
windmills, Wielinga-Stam and De Haan also survive. 



SPORT 

Leeuwarden is the starting and finishing point for the celebrated Elfstedentocht, a 200 km- 
long speed skating race over the Frisian waterways that is held when winter conditions in the 
province allow. It last took place in January 1997, preceded by the races of 1986 and 1985. 

The city's local football team, Cambuur Leeuwarden plays in the Eere Division. In the 
season 2005/06, the club narrowly escaped bankruptcy. Its Cambuur stadion opened in 
1995. The football team has proposed plans for a new stadium in the east side of the city, which will cost €35 
million.

Famous natives of Leeuwarden include stadtholder Wiliam IV of Orange, graphical artist M.C. Escher, statesman 
P.J. Troelstra, writer Jan Jacob Slauerhoff and the exotic dancer and convicted spy Mata Hari. 


Mata Hari was the stage name of Margaretha Geertruida "Grietje" Zelle, born 7 August 1876 in Leeuwarden. 

In 1903, Margaretha moved to Paris, where she performed as a circus horse rider, using the name Lady MacLeod, 
much to the disapproval of the Dutch MacLeods. Struggling to earn a living, she also posed as an artist's model. 

By 1905, she began to win fame as an exotic dancer. It was then that she adopted the stage name Mata Hari. 

Promiscuous, flirtatious, and openly flaunting her body, she captivated her audiences 
and was an overnight success from the debut of her act at the Musee Guimet on 13 
March 1905. She became the long-time mistress of the millionaire Lyon 
industrialist Emile Etienne Guimet, who had founded the Musee. She posed as a Java 
princess of priestly Hindu birth, pretending to have been immersed in the art of 
sacred Indian dance since childhood. She was photographed numerous times during 
this period, nude or semi-nude . 

During World War I, the Netherlands remained neutral. As a Dutch subject, 
Margaretha Zelle was thus able to cross national borders freely. To avoid the 
battlefields, she travelled between France and the Netherlands via Spain and Britain, 
and her movements inevitably attracted attention. In 1916 she was travelling by 
steamer from Spain when her ship called at the English port of Falmouth. There she 
was arrested and brought to London where she was interrogated at length by Sir Basil 
Thomson, Assistant Commissioner at New Scotland Yard in charge of counter¬ 
espionage. She eventually admitted to working for French Intelligence. Initially detained in Canon Street police 
station she was then released and stayed at theSavoy Hotel. 

On 13 February 1917, Mata Hari was arrested in her room at the Hotel Plaza Athenee in Paris. She was put on trial, 
accused of spying for Germany and consequently causing the deaths of at least 50,000 soldiers. Although the French 
and British intelligence suspected her of spying for Germany, neither could produce definite evidence against her. 
Secret ink was found in her room, which was incriminating evidence in that period. She contended that it was part of 
her make-up. She was found guilty and was executed by firing squad on 15 October 1917, at the age of 41.

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From Republic to a Kingdom (Part 3) 


From Republic to a Kingdom. (Part 3 of 5) 

Somebody had to be blamed for the deplorable state in 
which the Dutch navy found itself. Luckily a scapegoat 
was available in the Stadtholder Willem V. Openly the 
City of Amsterdam accused the unfortunate Stadtholder 
for this state of affairs, but it was conveniently forgotten 
that it was him who repeatedly pleaded with the Staten 
Generaal and the 'Vroedschap of Amsterdam' (City 
Council) to reinforce and update the army and navy of 
the Republic. It should be remembered that the Duke of 
Wolfenbuttel was really the culprit, as young Willem 
from his 11th year onwards, had not been trained to 
become a decisive ruler. As mentioned before, he was 
like his father and mother, trying to please everyone 
around him and while growing up under the Duke's 
tutelage, lacked willpower and a steely determination to 
succeed as Stadtholder in his position of supreme 
General and Admiral of the country's army and navy. 
However, as always, when things look grim, 
outstanding deeds of skill and courage by some in 
charge will change the fortunes of a country. That 
happened near Gibraltar, when the Dutch navy once 
again showed its muscle under command of the captains 
Melvill and Oorthuys and strafed the British navy. More 
was to come in the year 1781 when at the end of July 
the Republic's Rear-Admiral Jan Arnold Zoutman was 
dispatched with a few navy vessels to protect a flotilla 
of merchant vessels. Then on the 5th of August of that 
year near Doggersbank in the North Sea, they sighted a 
squadron of English warships under command of Hyde 
Parker. Zoutman did not engage the enemy's navy 
immediately but carefully maneuvered his ships in the 
most advantageous positions, whereby he lost the 
initiative, but still caused so much damage that Parker 
withdrew. In this battle, Wolter Jan, Baron Bentinck , 
captain of the 'Batavier', was mortally wounded by a 
gunshot in the shoulder, but while dying ordered his 
relief captain Bosch: 'Fight on, rather go under than 
surrender'. 

On return back home, Houtman was rewarded with a 
gold honour sword, personally handed over by the 
Stadtholder. All crew members received gold and silver 
medals. In hindsight, this enthusiastic reception of those 
who survived this navy battle was a bit overdone, but it 
should be remembered that overall the morale was 
pretty low and an occasion like this proved to be a great 
boost. This came back many years later when 'De Gids', 
a magazine printed in 1841, commemorated the Battle 
at Doggersbank with: ’The last beam of Glory of the 
Netherlands’. The war with England went on and on, 
the Dutch not thinking of negotiating for peace. And 
then, without consulting their Dutch partner, the Allies 
concluded a peace treaty with England known as 'The 
Versailles Treaty' on the 20th day of January 1783. Now 
the Republic was facing British power on their own and 
had to sue for peace on the 20th of May 1784, a peace 
costing the country a good part of our overseas 
possessions as well as free trading in the Netherlands 


East Indies by the English. Furthermore we had to pay the 
French the enormous sum of three million Guilders for 
their expenses made to get England to return part of our 
West Indian settlements. 

In the Republic itself, dissatisfaction with ruling the 
government gave cause to a lot of pamphlets being 
circulated, lampooning not only the Stadtholder, but 
especially the Duke of Wolfenbuttel, who finally returned 
to his estates and died soon after. Also in many cities so 
called 'Vrijkorpsen' ( Citizen military companies) were 
organised, for protection of property and life. Again, the 
country sunk in a state of depression, the Stadtholder 
loosing his control over the army and navy while the 
Patriots were trying to get help from France against the 
supporters of Prince Willem V, who were inviting help 
from Prussia and England. Prussia acted quickly and so 
an army of 20.000 men marched into the Provinces under 
overall command of Charles, the Duke of Brunswick. 
Many of the Patriots fled to France, where a revolution 
was in progress to free the long suffering people from its 
oppressive aristocrats. Now with the backing of England 
and Prussia, an 'Act of Guarantee' was agreed on in 1788, 
securing the position of Stadtholder in the Republic. 

For a number of years, all went well for the Dutch. 

But clouds again were rising on the horizon, as in 1789, 

riots broke 
out all over 
France. 

King Louis 
XVI was 
jailed in 
1792, losing 
his head 
under the 
guillotine a 
year later in 
January, 
while his 

wife, Queen Antoinette lost hers the following October. 
The 'Terreur' was in full swing under demons like Danton 
and Robespierre, all under the name of Liberte, Egalite , 
Fraternite'. (Liberty, Equality, Brotherhood) 

In the southern Provinces, the Patriots were forming their 
own army, naming it the 'Batavian Legion' and when the 
time came, they joined the French army under Dumouriez 
in 1793 invading the Seven Provinces. Leading the Dutch 
resistance were both sons of Willem V, Willem and 
Frederik, who defended their country courageously. Help 
came from England and Austria, who jointly defeated the 
French near Aldenhoven on the 1st of March 1793. 

The French withdrew only to reform and in the following 
year, the 26th of June 1794, the combined armies of 
England, Austria and the Republic were decisively 
defeated, thereby leaving Holland on her own. 

The whole of the southern Provinces were occupied by 
the French but their commanding General Pichegru had 
halted the northern thrust of his army, apparently waiting 
for new directions. However one the Patriots under his

command, Herman Willem Daendels managed to 
convince Pichegru into attacking the Seven Provinces as 
well and so during the severe winter of 1794/1795, his 
army crossed the frozen rivers and they were welcomed 
enthusiastically by the waiting Patriots. 

A note on Herman Willem Daendels would be in place 
here. Born in Hattem on 21 October 1762, he studied law 
at the University of Harderwijk and acquired a doctorate 
on 10 April 1783. In 1785 he took over the leadership of 
the Patriots and defended Hattem against the Prince- 
friendly troops. In 1787 he defended Amsterdam leading 
the Patriots against the Prussian Army, who invaded the 
Republic in order to shore up the position of the 
Stadtholder. 

After his defeat he was exiled and settled in France, now 
being swept away on the tide of patriotism ending in 
bloody guillotine period. He returned to Holland in 1794 
as a General of the Batavian Legion under General 
Charles Pichegru. 

The National Convention, having replaced the previous 
Reign of Terror, made it known that they only wanted to 
sign a treaty with Holland under condition that the 
Stadtholder Willem V would remove himself from Dutch 
territory. 

In addition to the fact that the popularity of the 
Stadtholder was at a low point, it was arranged that 
Willem V and his family were to leave for England, his 
family first and he later on the 18th of January 1795, 
from Scheveningen in a small fishing boat. The departure 
of Willem V Prince of Orange, sounded the end of the 
Republic of the United Netherlands. All over the country 
the Patriots were erecting Freedom Trees, around which 
the people were dancing and singing patriotic songs, 
alternating with the cry of Freedom, Equality and 
Brotherhood. It was not long after the departure of Prince 
Willem V that French army units moved in, bringing 
their freedom and equality. 

After the departure of the Stadtholder, it become a matter 
of urgency to form a new government. Amsterdam took 
the lead to form a 'Committe Revolutionair' which 
invited the cities, who liberated themselves already, to 
meet as the General Provisional Representatives of the 
country. Much was accomplished and already on the 
16th of May 1795 France was prepared to recognise the 
'Batavian Republic'. 

However, this acceptance by France was costing the new 
Republic the outrageous sum of One Hundred Million 
Guilders. On top of this big parts of the country in the 
South had to be ceded to France, as well as free use of 
the big river systems. In conclusion, French garrisons 
would be vested in the cities of Vlissingen, Bergen op 
Zoom, 's Hertogenbosch and Grave. 

This all was demanded in the first treaty. The following 
second treaty required the new Republic to house and 
equip a French army of 25000 men. To the surprise of 
all, these 25000 soldiers arrived poorly dressed and 
equipped and had to be fully rehabilitated by the Dutch. 
And what happened then? After a while they left and a 


new poorly equipped lot arrived in tattered uniforms. 

An old song of the time went like this:- 
"Rataplan, Daar komen wij an, 

Wij hebben geen kousen of schoenen meer an". 

To be able to finance this all, a tax of 6% was levied on 
all properties. 

On a better note, the Generals Dumonceau and Daendels 
ensured the army of the Batavian Republic was getting 
well organised and trained. 

However, upgrading the fleets was not so easy, as the old 
time crew, all very Orange-minded, were loath to sign up 
under the present Patriotic leaders and a great shortage of 
officers and crew was evident. It was also at this time 
that England was gradually occupying all Dutch 
possessions overseas, inclusive the rich East Indies. 

At a battle near Kamperduin, between the English and 
Dutch navies, the Dutch had to surrender their fleet of 
nine warships. 

In order to understand the current problems of the 
'Batavian Republic' a bit better, it should be explained 
that the 'Seven United Provinces' for around two hundred 
years, were actually a group of seven different 
populations, living in seven different countries with their 
own language, held together with relative weak links of 
self interest. Holland at all times was the leading and 
most powerful unit of the group. Each Province had its 
own laws, controlled its own finances, and had its own 
mint. We should be having full admiration for 
Raadspensionaris Johan van Oldenbarnevelt (14 
September 1547-12 May 1619, the day he was beheaded) 
and Johan de Witt (24 September 1625-20 August 1672, 
the day he was lynched), who managed to control this at 
times unwieldy lot and welded it into a respected 
powerful nation with naturally Amsterdam as the leading 
city. At this moment, Holland had a debt burden, bigger 
than the six other provinces together and if the 'Bataafse 
Republiek' would now be forced to regroup its finances 
and create one economy for all by becoming a Kingdom, 
the debt of Holland would then be spread equally over all 
seven provinces and thereby increase their own tax 
considerably. 

After many public meetings, it finally comes to the 
forming of a 'Nationale Vergadering’ (National Meeting) 
on the first of March 1796. The Republic was to be 
divided into 126 voting districts, each with around 15000 
voters. Further divisions were to be worked out and 
implemented. 

Pieter Paulus, a clever lawyer and politician, was chosen 
as the President of the Nationale Vergadering and he 
opened the meeting with the statement:- 'Ik verklaar, in 
naam van het Nederlandse Volk dat wij 
vertegenwoordigen, deze Vergadering te zijn - het 
representeerend lichaam van het Volk van Nederland' 

(I declare, in the name of the Dutch People that we 
represent, that this Meeting is the presenting body of the 
People of the Netherlands).
